tions, it is equally difficult to see 
any end to the present regimes. 
Pattern The Same 
The pattern of events in Bulgaria 
has been virtually the same as that 
in Romania, Hungary 
and 
Yugo­ 
slavia. 
In coming to power the Com­ 
munists have not 
been 
content 
merely to control the government. 
They have set out not only to limit 
but to smash all 
opposition, 
no 
matter how weak. 
In Hungary, the leaders of 
the 
elected 
government 
were driven 
from the country In a Communist 
coup d'etat, in Romania, the fa­ 
mous peasant leader who stood in 


opposition to the Communists was 
tried on vague charges, convicted 
and J ailed. 
In Bulgaria, peasant leader, Nik­ 
ola Petkov, directing the only ef­ 
fective 
opposition 
to Communist 
Oeorgi Dimitrov’s government, was 
hanged. 
His party was scattered, 
many of its members 
going 
to 
concentration camps. 
Britain and the 
United 
States 
protested vigorously. 
Many Bul­ 
garians believed that 
the 
United 
States and Britain would prevent 
Petkov’s death. 
When they 
could 
not, disillusionment set in. 
Dimitrov said openly that Pet­ 
kov might have been spared except 
that it would have appeared to be 
knuckling under to the Western 
powe:^. He warned the pitiful nine 
Socialist members 
of 
parliament 
they might suffer a like fate if 
they dared interfere with govern­ 
ment plans. 
The 
arrest 
of 
Petkov 
came 
within two hours after news was 


received the United States had rat 
liied the peace treaty. 
Seeing Britain and 
the 
United 
States unable to prevent these acts 
and with the Soviet Union breath­ 
ing heavily at their back door, op­ 
position parties have lost their will 
to resist. 
How the situation can be changed 
is difficult to see. 
The peace treaty machinery is 
cumbersome in the extreme, and 
the wording 
of the 
treaties 
so 
vague that months can be taken up 
in arguing over definitions. 
If the United States can t get a 
settlement of a protest by direct 
negotiation 
with 
the 
Bulgarian 
government, they can convoke a 
meeting with the British and So­ 
viet ministers to Bulgaria and ask 
jolnt^actlon. 
Must Clreument Soviet 
In such meetings the Soviet dele­ 
gation invariably supports the Bul­ 
garian 
Communist 
regime 
and 
vetoes any action. 


After 30 days, the United States 
can ask the ministers to agree on 
a fourth neutral member to be ap­ 
pointed to help arbitrate. 
If they fail to agree on the mem­ 
ber, the United States can call on 
the secretary-general of the United 
Nations. 
If the Bulgarians fail to heed the 
protest after a decision has 
been 
reached, the United States finally 
can take the matter to the Security 
Council. There it is subject to veto 
by the Soviet Union. 
In this long drawn-out procedure 
persons who might be in opposi­ 
tion to the government regime find 
no hope. 
They are certain that if 
they are the subject of protest, 
they will have long since been dead 
before the matter even reaches the 
Security Council of the United Na­ 
tions. 
Even the main church body of 
Bulgaria is officially supporting the 
Communist regime. 
This support has come from the 


head of the Qreek Orthodox church 
despite a succession 
of 
measures 
against all religious life, such as 
land reforms which seized ‘he ma­ 
jor share of Orthodox lands, elim­ 
ination of state subsidies to 
the 
church and prohibition of religious 
teaching in the schools. 
This has been accompanied by 
incidents such as the state police 
taking the names of all members 
attending church; 
demonstrations 
against priests, anti-religious lec­ 
tures in schools and forbidding pa­ 
rishioners the right to wear relig­ 
ious symbols where they can 
be 
seen. 
Praise Reds 
Nevertheless, in a pastoral letter 
to his priests, the Orthodox Exarch 
Stephan of Bulgaria the First, in­ 
structed them to preach support of 
the Communist, regime and praised 
its two-year plan. 
The Exarch, 
a 
huge, 
white 
bearded man, came to power in the 
church with the Communist rise. 


At the same time the Bulgarian 
Orthodox church which had spilt j 
away from the r.iain church during1 
the past century rejoined the main; 
body whose headquarters is in Is­ 
tanbul. 
Exaxch Stephan was one of the 
few rulers to respond favorably to 
a bid from the Moscow Orthodox 
church' for a meeting in Moscow, 
presumably to try and 
move 
the 
headquarters of the church to the 
Soviet Union. 
Official estimates place the num­ 
ber of Orthodox members in Bul­ 
garia at about five million of a 
population of nearly seven million 
people. 
H ie Catholic church in Bulgaria, 
which represents only a small mi­ 
nority of approximately 23,000, has 
maintained its Vatican line in re- 
! latton to the Bulgarian government 
j regime. 
Authoritative 
sources 
revealed 
Catholic priests had been advised 


by officials in the government "to 
be prudent in words” and stay out 
of political 
picture. 
There 
have 
been one or two arrests of Catho­ 
lic priests, but they have been re­ 
leased. 
An official church 
source 
who 
cannot be quoted by name express­ 
ed his belief the Communist party 
was having a virtual 
“ complete 
success” In indoctrinating the youth 
of Bulgaria particularly those be­ 
tween 14 and It years of age. 
He said even 
the 
church-oper­ 
ated schools must use Communist 
approved 
textbooks, 
that 
Com­ 
munist lecturers come to all schools 
and that similar 
education 
takes 
: place in various youth organization

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—Presi­ 
dent Truman’s November chances 
were clouded today by returns from 
a New York city congressional by- 
election in which Henry A. Wallace 
hoisted his third party candidate 
to wholly unexpected triumph. The

stronghold for years. 
This by-election was regarded as 
a test of Wallace’s presidential pul­ 
ling power among the left wing 
elements which long rallied behind 
the late FDR. Polling was tn New 
York’s 24th congressional district, 
a Bronx area of numerous Negro, 
J ewish and Puerto Rican voters, 
Wallace lambasted the Truman ad­ 
ministration for its Palestine poli­ 
cies and on charges that it talks 
much but does little about racial 
segregation. Those Issues were sure 
fire in the Bronx. 
Hope of Folding Hit 
1 Democratic hopes that Wallace 
might get out of the presidential 
race were hit hard by the election 
upset. 
Leo Isacson. American Labor can­ 
didate and Wallace's man, polled 
more votes than the Democratic 
liberal and Republican candidates 
combined. His share was 55 percent 
to 31 percent for the Democratic 
candidate. 
That was a stunning blow to 
Democratic party prestige and to 
the Bronx organization of which 
£ dward J . Flynn is the leader.

After his retirement, he contin­ 
ued to serve as a bone surgeon and 
Ftnaeathetlat. 
He was known as a 
pioneer in 
the X-ray field, having built and 
operated the first X-ray machine 
used west of New York City. 
The 
first such machine used In Cleve­ 
land 
was built under his super­ 
vision. 
After conducting his X-ray clinic 
at hte office on Lincoln ave., he 
built a second X-ray unit which 
he used until 
X-ray 
equipment 
was manufactured and phi'-ed on 
the market. Dr. Heck purchased a 
complete outfit which he used until 
1913, at which time he founded and 
conducted the X-ray department 
at Salem City hospital. 
Active In Research 
Throughout his years of work, 
Dr. Heck carried on extensive re­ 
search, spent several summers at 
Bellevue hospital in New York City, 
doing 
post-graduate and research 
work, and also took post-graduate 
courses at the Mayo clink, Roch­ 
ester. Minn 
He was a member cf tlve Amer­ 
ican Roentgen Ray society and the 
Radiological 
Society 
of 
North 
America 
and had held office* in 
both organisations 
Dr. Heck was elected vice pres­ 
ident of the

The Supreme court's unanimous opinion that the 
federal g overn m en t hae a right to control rents even 
though hostilities ended officially at the end of 1846 
may not close the door to challenges of rent control. 
The court ruled on the basis of at law expiring next

Whatever law may be enacted to take the 
place of the expiring law could become the basis of a 
new challenge.

J ustice Douglas, speaking for the entire court, ex­ 
plained that rent control dealt with the “ consequences 
o f a housing deficit greatly Intensified during the per­ 
iod of hostilities by the war effort" and therefore could 
be continued properly after the end of hostilities. But 
J ustice J ackson. In a concurring opinion, warned against 
misuse of war powers "to do things to the liberties of 
the people or to their property or 
economy that only 
indirectly affect conduct of the war and do not relate 
to the management of the war itself.'' That bi the door 
left open to further challenges of rent control. 
Eventually, it will have to assumed that housing has 
reached normal supply. This still might be a shortage, 
because many housing authorities contend the United 
States suffers from a chronic shortage of housing. 
In 
any event, congress or the courts will have to decide 
at what point the deficit, If any, no longer can be 
blamed on the war. At that point, rent control would 
be an unwarranted continuation of wartime powers. 


Britain'» Bitiar Medicine 
Britain will be facing bankruptcy by midsummer, 
say« tlie authoritative London economist In an article 
titled “ On The Rocks" 
The paper says the British 
have been living on illusions since 1945. Even with full 
Marshall plan aid, the outlook Isn’t encouraging. 
Oddly enough, this gloomy prediction is made In the 
face of a wholesome rise in production. 
But produc­ 
tion increases aren't the whole story In an economy 
which Isn’t self-sustaining. 
"Britain," says the economist,” has been living like 
an improvident family which, failing to make ends 
meet, first spends the accumulated capital of the past, 
then borrows from friends — and when their loans are 
exhausted begins to pawn the furniture.’* 
A bankrupt family either resigns Itself to a life of 
pauperism or it restore« its solvency by vigorous ac­ 
tion. For Britain such action could only mean longer 
hours and more production at the same pay, profit 
limitation, military budget reduction and even curtail­ 
ment of funds allocated for schools, hospitals and hous­ 
ing. 
That Is bitter medicine to prescribe, but It Is 
the only specific that may prove effective.

governments, despite their inflated rates of spending. 
It doesn’t make sense. 
Furthermore, when cities go dnectly to taxpayers 
with appeals for more funds, taxpayers take out their 
resent a i fht against high taxes In general on the gov­ 
ernment closest to them—their own cities.

real friends—the government* that are far away—con­ 
tinue to have the privilege of skimming the cream off 
publlg income. 
Few mayors would claim that more taxes should be 
collected in the aggregate.

They aren't Interested in 
kick-backs either; they want to keep enough money 
at home to let cities pay their own way without send­ 
ing it off to a state capital and Washington, D- C , 
then pleading to get some of it back. They’re fed up 
with drifting in a leaky boat while other tax-spenders 
cruise In yach ts— and they’re counting on the prob­ 
ability that their constituents are fed up too.

Treating An Asthma Attack 


THE BLANKET OF SNOW that 
brought hours of extra work, piled 
up in the streets, bogged down au­ 
tomobiles and traffic and brought 
out boots and sleds is just what 
the ‘doctor ordered’ to those who 
till the soil and raise crops.

Ou mansky, 
who 
tho u ght th at firm ness m eant ru de­ 
ness, was difficu lt to deal w ith at 
test. 
Mo reo v er, he was p u t o n the 
spo t by his go v ernment, which de­ 
m anded m u ch mo re in pu rchases o f 
key m aterials th an we co u ld re­ 
lease in v iew o f o u r co m m itm ents to 
B ritain, and lo o ked to Ou mansky 
to o btain them . 
Ou m ansky Dissatisfied 
Ou m ansky cam e to me in a dark 
mo o d o n May 14 and spent the 
first 
2 0 m inu tes o f o u r co nv ersa­ 
tio n in rehearsing the differences 
between o u r two go v ernm ents which 
he said he had v ainly discu ssed with 
Welles 22 times since the preced­ 
ing su m m er. 
He then handed me 
a co m m u nicatio n signed by him self 
referring to a delay in the dep art­ 
u re o f a shiplo ad o f m aterial to 
Ru ssia. His no te spo ke o f o u r “ho s­ 
tile a ttitu de ” to ward his go v ern­ 
m ent and threatened th a t his go v ­ 
ernm ent wo u ld “draw all necessary 
co nclu sio ns” fro m o u r attitu de.

then repeated o rally two o r three 
times th a t o u r actio n was du e to 
ho stility to his go v ernm ent and was 
i perso nal act du e to perso nal ho s­ 
tility.

I do n’t pro po se th a t 
yo u shall get away fro m my o ffice 
A'ith any tho u ght th a t yo u hav e 
u ccessfu lly fastened th a t charge o n 
this go v ernm ent, since it is a b­ 
so lu tely w itho u t basis.” 
I ended the co nv ersatio n by say­ 
ing we had tee n friends o f 
the 
Ru ssian peo ple 
bo th 
befo re 
and 
after o u r reco gnitio n o f the So v iet 
Unio n in 1933. T he discu ssio n had 
been a little anim ated. 
The first week in Ju ne we re ­ 
ceiv ed co nv incing cables fro m o u r 
legatio ns in B u charest and Sto ck­ 
ho lm th a t G erm any wo u ld inv ade 
Ru ssia w ithin a fo rtnight. T he de­ 
partm ent sent these repo rts to Am­ 
bassado r S teinhardt in Mo sco w. 
Eight days befo re H itler m arched 
into Ru ssia. Prim e M inister Chu rch- 
U sent the President a message 
saying th at, fro m ev ery so u rce at 
his dispo sal, it lo o ked to him as 
f a v ast G erm an o nslau ght o n Ru s- 
¡.a were im m inent. 
If the u ew war 
bro ke o u t, he said, B ritain wo u ld 
>f co u rse giv e all enco u ragem ent 
And any help she co u ld spare to the

Lo ndo n to Mo sco w to su rv ey R u s­ 
sia’s m ilitary needs. 
Mr. Ro o se­ 
v elt released So v iet blo cked fu nds, 
and decided no t to apjSly th e Neu ­ 
trality Act. On Au g. 2 Acting Sec­ 
retary Welles and Ambassado r O u ­ 
mansky 
exchanged 
letters, 
we 
pro mising “to gwe ail eco no mic as­ 
sistance practicable fo r the pu rpo se 
o f strehgthenlng the So v iet Unio n 
in its stru ggle against arm ed ag ­ 
gressio n.” 
On Aug. 4, I saw Ou mansky, who 
bro u ght w ith him So v iet G eneral 
Go liko v . 
Ou m ansky’s attitu de was 
no w qu ite different fro m w hat it 
had been a t o u r last interv iew.

to ld him o f the interest I had taken 
while I was away, and especially 
since my retu rn, in seeing 
th at 
Ru ssia go t all the m ilitary su p­ 
plies we co u ld spare. 
G eneral Go l­ 
iko v said 
he had presented the 
needs o f his go v ernm ent to the 
S tate departm ent two weeks befo re, 
bu t the o nly resu lt had been the 
shipm ent o f sixty planes to Ru ssia, 
and th a t R u ssit needed a n ti-air­ 
craft and an ti-tan k gu ns mo st o f 
all. 
I o ffered to redo u ble my ef­ 
fo rts to aid in speeding the de­ 
liv ery o f these weapo ns. 
A tlantic Co nference 
AS I TALKED to my So v iet v is­ 
ito rs, the President was engaging 
in 
his 
A tlantic co nference with 
Prim e M inister Chu rchill. 
Ru ssia 
attracted an im po rtant segm ent o f 
attentio n a t the Co nference. After 
H arry Ho pkins, who was present at 
the meeting, m ade an o ptim istic re­ 
po rt o n the So v iet Unio n's ability 
to resist H itler’s inv asio n, the Pres­ 
ident and the Prim e M inister agreed 
o n a statem ent to be giv en Stalin. 
The President wirelessed this to 
me o n Au gu st 13, asking me to cable 
it to Mo sco w. 
The two leaders assu red Stalin 
“we are a t th e m o m ent co o perating 
to pro v ide yo u with the v ery m axi- 
imu m o f su pplies th a t yo u m o st u r­ 
gently need. 
Already many ship-i 
lo ads hav e left o u r sho res and mo re 
will leav e in the “imm ediate fu ­ 
tu re.” 
They pro po sed a co nference 
in

to

W hile it 
was being prepared I was recu per­ 
ating a t W hite S u rphu r Springs, 
and when I retu rned to W ashing­ 
to n the President was already en 
ro u te to his rendezv o u s. Mr. Ro o se­ 
v elt 
had 
cherished 
fo r 
sev eral 
m o nths the idea o f a perso nal co n­ 
ference w ith C hu rchill. 
I first be­ 
cam e aw are o f it the end o f May 
Welles wro te m e a t W hite &u r- 
phu r Springs o n Ju ly 28 stating 
th a t the Co nference had been a r­ 
ranged fo r Au g. 8 . 9 and 10, and 
telling me th a t he intended to u rge 
the President, if he expected to 
discu ss mo re th an pu rely m ilitary 
pro blems, to take 
so meo ne

him who co u ld keep a precise rec­ 
o rd o f th e co nv ersatio ns and o f the 
agreem ents th a t m ight be reached.
